Apiiroachlng the Execu- 
tive building they heard the shuri) 
crack of a title, and iinniedlntely 
thereafter two men, dresod in charat- 
toristic Kentucky garb, ran down the 
steits.thence around the building to an 
obscure byway and enttred a eurtnin- 
ed buggy, which was in waling, whero- 
uiton tliey drove rapidly away.siop- 
plng only long enough for one of the 
men to pull off a i»nlr of shoes and 
put on a pair of boots oftheklnd used 
by Keiitucky^mouqtgintirrts 
According to the Clark woman's 
statements, she and her friend wore 
greatly alarmed by the cxciiing scenes 
which followed tho shooilng.and they 
decided that It was best for iltoni 
to return to the little town wiieuce 
they had come. This they dld.taking 
the first train that afternoon. .News- 
papers rend by them on the homeward 
journey told of the horrible crime that 
had been committed, and the Clark 
womans' friend, according to the depo- 
sition, cautiontd her against saying 
anything about the two having been 
near the scene for fear that they migh 
become Involved. The woman feared 
being held as a wliness, limsinuch as 
she was to leave the following day for 
Des itoincs, le., to marry a man of 
that city. The next day the Clark 
woman returned to Indiana and her 
friend took a train |or Des Moines. 

Within a few days .Mrs. Clark also 
left this |)ari of the country, tind she 
knew notbing about the stirring inci- 
dents following the murder until p«'r- 
haps two years laier, when she ctune 
back to this Stale. Then she learned 
of the fate of Caleb Powers, Youtsey 
and Howard and the fight from their 
State of Taylor, Finley and other of- 
ffclals. Being convinced that the Goe- 
bel assassination was the ouconic of a 
personal feud rather than of a itolilical 
conspiracy .as had been generally ac- 
cepted In Kentucky, the Clark woman 
thought It her duty to sjieak. Accord- 
ingly hi r story was told to a newspa- 
per man, who In turn repeated It to 
Taylor. 

POWERS' STATEMENT. 

Caleb Powers said to-night over the 
telephone In his cell at Oerogetown 
concerning the story from Indiana:

Prominent aiixjng the family of 
poisonous plants are the henbane, the 
datura stramonium and the tobacco 
plant. The tobacco plant Is perhaps a 
little less poisonous than the datura, 
but it is more poisonous than the hen- 
bane, which is a violent poison. 

Those who began putting tobacco 
dust (snuff) up their noses as a 
cerebral stimulant were first laughed 
at and then persecuted more or less.

Tho first native Filipino ever ad- 
mitted as a student to Kentucky col- 
lege matriculated the past week at 
Kentucky University. His name is 
Hasilio Tuentos Osayos, and he comes 
from the village of Dao Antique Pana} 
island which is one of the larger of 
Ih^piiilippine group. He is years 
oF^ge and has been In the United 
States about throe years, coming to 
Lexington from San Diego, California 
where he attended the public schools 
for a time. He is acuoinpaiiitd by 
his former teachers.John Chrlstopher- 
son and Richard lleilbroii, both of 
San Diego, who have also come to 
l.iexington to attend Kentucky Univer- 
sity. ' 

The three have taken aimrtmeiits at 
246 Rand avenue and the two young 
Californians are quite devoted to their 
dusky young protege from Uncle Sam's 
far eastern insular possessions. Osa- 
yos has matriculated in the (ireiiara- 
tory department of the University 
aud his companions in the sopho- 
more class. — » 1-1 1 

Owing to the dark comple.xion of 
Osayos which gives him the appear- 
ance of being a negro and the fact 
that the Day law prohibits negroes 
in Kentucky from attending the 
same school as white students attend 
it was feared that some objections 
would be raised in regard to admitting 
him to the University. 

Dr. T. U. McCartney, acting Presi- 
dent of fhe institution was thoroughly 
conceived from official document j sent 
him from the government Uepurinieut 
of insular affairs at Washington 
which gave a full desciipllon of the 
racial antecedents and characteristic 
of the Filipinos that there was not a 
drop of Negro blood in Osayo’s veins 
and he was promptly admitted on the 
same equality as the Institution has 
in past years admitted nutlve students 
from Japan, China. Australia and 
other count lies of the Far East. 

In this connection it will be of in- 
terest to know that Kentucky i'nlver- 
slty has u cosmopolitan student body 
this year, there having already been 
matriculated at that institution be- 
sides the Filipino, two Japs, one Sy- 
rian, one Dane, one New Zealander, 
six Canadians and twenty-odd Austral- 
ians.

violence there and answered them 
farnkly, but only on condition that 
his name be not used in any pub- 
lication of the matter. He declared 
the charges were as true as if sworn 
to and the only reason for not giving 
his name was to avoid notoriety. His 
statement is as follows:

To 
say that their methods are not prac- 
tical is a Joke. First, missionnri(>s ot 
the doctrine of force, make school 
house speeches, ostensibly under the 
direction of the Dark Tobacco a.sso- 
ciation.then come the ‘night riders’ fif- 
ty in a gang, and what the speakers 
failed to do, they accomplish as if by 
magic. Sign the pledge! Why the 
growers simply fall over each other 
in their hurry to sign. If our friends 
here of the A. S. of K. wish to learn 
some practical lessons though it bi 
lawlessness, let them but visit the 
'Dark Fateh.’ The mysterious part 
of the whole business is that when 
one ‘signs’ as they call It, he at once 
becomes a convert to the doctrine of 
force, and joins the great majority to 
“burst the trust or die.” 

“What the end of all this will be 
no man can now foresee. Whether 
the state and the law-abiding citizens 
of the community can and will tol- 
erate such methods remains to be 
seen. The idea is moving in this di- 
rection and, as a citizen who believes 
In the majesty of the law, not as sug- 
gested by law order leagues, or ‘night 
rider,’ I close this short statement 
by asking our countrymen to be care- 
ful what they do and say, lest we 
bring ruin to the cause we would 
hel p.”

Government Sends Out Demand 
for 18.000 Recruits for 
Re^:ular Army. 



In the form of a circular, urgent 
orders from the United States gov- 
(>rnmeiit at Washington for 18,000 
men ft>r the United States army have 
been sent to all recruiting stations 
all over the country and a special 
dt'muml is made. 

At itresent there are only 48,(M)0 
men in the regular service. The full 
branch of the army numbers 60,000. 
The demand fo new men exceeds that 
of the largo number now being taken 
Into the service at the recruiting sta- 
tions. 

Sergeant Jacobs, of the Owensboro 
branch office, slated yesterday the 
hesitancy of the recruits was due 
to the small pay and that If Con- 
gress at the next session raises the 
pay 20 per cent., which there Is a 
possibility, he believes there will be 
no trouble In securing good men. 

The Owensboro recruiliug station, 
since It was opened, has proved very 
profitable to the goverumeut. A 
sub-station has been opened at Fords- 
vllle.
